Sage-brush Sketches.—1 


[By Thomas Fitch, in the Argonaut.“] 


The “flush times” of the Southwest | 
and the days of “forty-nine” furnish 
no parallel to the history of Nevada 
during her Territorial career. Like 
California, in that the report of rich 
mineral discoveries, with their glitter- 
ing promises of sudden wealth, allured 
the industrious, the adventurous, the 
unsettled, the hopeful ‘along with the 
desperate, the vile, the fugitive, and 
the to ber sterile mountains, 


that capital, daring the presence of its 
hereditary foes, crossed the Sierra hot 
on the trail of the and lavish- 
ly sowed itself in the hope of multi- 
plied harvests. It was not only those | ca 
who had successfully journeyed to 
Gold Lake, Kern River, Fraser River, 

and Gold Bluff, who bad successively 
followed every shining phantom that 
the cupidity of speculators or the 
credibility of adventurers danced be- 

fore their eyes, that thronged in un- 
sifted masses the roads to the new 
Dorado, for the accumulated capital 
of San Francisco caught the infectious 
“Washoe fever,” — its owners, be. 

coming satisfied of the existence of 
great wealth under the arid slopes of 
Mount Davidson, poured treasure upon 
them more freely and more potently 
than Hannibal of old poured vinegar ia 
his efforts to melt the Alps. 

Then came the era of flush times 
and loose morals. “Wild cats” were 
created with a fecundity never 
equaled by their feline prototypes; 
and the most prosperous owners of 
wild cats were not those who located 
granite and called it quartz; who held 
up mica and pronounced it gold; who, 
siezing on hornblende, looked through 
the spectacles of speculation and de- 
nominated it sulphurets; but they 
were those who, succeeding in estab- 
lishing some sort of jumping claim to 
a mine of known value, incorporated 
their fighting titles ten deep, and went 
to develop—not their mine, but their 
lawsuit. A bar more learned, more 
active, and perhaps more unscrupu- 
lous, than any metropolitan capital 
contained, flocked in the streets and 
huddled in the attics of Virginia City. 
Meney was plentiful. moral restraints 
were loesened or altogether untied, 
society was a chaos. Unprincipled | 
men wete ready to violate, for a con- 
sideration, the oath of a witness or 
the solema arty Or of juror. 
An attorney who his wits about 
bim knew that he would probably be 
called upon to encounter at every step 
a mine of perjured witnesses, or a 
masked battery of purchased jurors, 
or a bribed judge. He who relied 
merely upon the equity and strong 
presentation of bis cause leaned often 
upon a broken reed. He who de- 
pended solely upon legal precedents 
was guided by a compass from which 
the magnetic current of integrity had 
departed, and which veered to the 
four corners of space. Nevada was a 
whirl of excitement, a chaos of cor- 
ruption, a very hades of dishonesty; 
and yet cases involving millions were 
weekly decided by the courts—and 
such courts! 

Nevada was organized as a territory 
in tke spring of 1861. The frame 
work of our National Territorial sys- 
tey, then as now, provided that the 
executive and judicial officers of a 
Territory should be appointed by the 
President of the United States, and, 
then as now, a practice prevailed—a 
practice pernicicous in theory, and re- 
sulting disastrously in practice—of not 

pointing such officers from * 
the residents of a Territory, but o 

men from distant communi- 
U them. If there was ever a 
time ret the President of the United 
States shéuld have selected officers, 
and especially judicial officers, with 


‘éxtreute care, it was when the commu- 


nity called Nevada was begotten by 
labor and enterprise out of weird jo 
erts and barren hills, and thrown into 
the lap of dazzling affluence.

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The Silver Bill. 


Text of the Bill end Scenes Preceding 
its Passage. 


Wasurneton, February 16—3 :30 a. 
m.—Sargent submitted the following 
amendment, which was agreed to: 
And provided further, that nothing in 
this act shall be construed to author- 
ize payment in silver of certificates 8 
deposit issued under the provision of 
section 254 of Revised Statutes. 
Various amendments were offered, 
freely discussed and rejected.  ~" 

Windom said he thought the bill 
would be equally a disappointment to 
its friends and its foes, and he was sat- 
isfied that the good which had been 
promised would not be realized, and 
that much of evil prophesied would 
not be suffered. He thought the least 
evil would be in permiting the bill to 
pass even by a two-thirds vote. He 
thought the settlement of this ques- 
tion would be the best thing that 
could be done. Had it not been for 
this bill he believed specie resumption 
would have taken place by this time. 
He did not propose to continue the 
agitation any longer, and should vote 
for the bill even if his vote made the 
necessary two-thirds. 

Booth said that after the able 
speech of the Senator from Minnesota 
he thought the bill should pass unani- 
mously.

The bill as amended now goes back 
to the House, where it is expected to 
pass immediately. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT OF 

SCENES. 

The decisive votes earlier in the 
night robbed the final passage of the 
Silver bill of all interest. A desultory 
debate went on from 2 to 5 without a 
new idea or fresh incident. 

Coke proposed an amendment in- 
tended to give every holder of silver 
bullion a chance to get acoined dellar 
for every 90 cents worth of bullion, 
buthe worded it clumsily and was 
sadly bothered in expressing himself 
about this simple matter. The amend- 
ment was voted down. 

Booth's amendment, enabling any 
one holding silver dollars to receive 
certificates in $10 and multiples 
thereof, was passed. 

Keene made a futile attempt to 
work a contraction of greenback cur- 
rency by making treasury notes ex- 
changeable for silver dollars, and at 
last, at 5 o'clock, the Senate voted on 
the bill substantially as it came from 
the Committee. There is not the 
least doubt that a vote would have

been taken from six to eight hours 


earlier if the Senators had drank less 
freely at the two lunch tables spread 
in the building. As matters were, 
however, it took two hours to transact 
the simplest business or accomplish 
smallest result. To day allinterest in 
the passage of the bill has centered 
upon the action of fhe House when 
the bill comes before it Monday, and 
the motion to concur or not concur 
will be in order. Extreme silver men

In Los Angeles county, it is stated by 
an ex , the farmers have been 
2 ir alkali lands from a 
scientific standpoint. Some time ago 
the Grange at that place, like others 
in different parts of the State, for- 
warded to Prof. Hilgard soils for ana- 
lysis. It is stated that he analyzed 
some of the strong alkali earth, and 
informed the farmers that by using 
six hundred to one thousand pounds 
of gypsum per acre the alkali could be 
overcome. Another sample was sent 
to the Professor by a farmer and the 
latter concluded to experiment on the 
land from which the sample wastaken. 
»It appears that he applied plaster at 
the rate of 1,000 pounds per acre, and 
secured from the land so treated a 
very fine crop ofcorn, while all around 
it, on the very same kind of land, 
planted and cultivated in the same 
manner, save only the application of 
the gypsum, he — nothing 
not even weeds. The subject is one 
of great interest to many farmers in 
this State.
